MATRICIDE CHARGE 
SON AND SUFFERING MOTHER. 


HIS “PROMISE BOX.” 


Frederick Cox, aged 27, a Ia- 
bourcr, of Hill Farrance, near 
Taunten, Someract. was committet 
for trial at Wellington Police 
recently on the charge of murder- 
ing his mother, Mra, Amel-a Cox, 
nged 62, a nearly bilnd woman, 
who was found ahot through the 
henrt in her cottage on October 2. 

Mr. Ross Pashley, for the Direc- 
tor of Public Prosecutions, snid 
that Mrs, Cox had-undergone an 
operation to her cyes and sub- 
nequently suffered from illusions. 
This secmed to affect Cox. for he 
tried to get her Into an asylum and 
Inter applied for -her removal to 
the workhouse infirmary.. 

“There will be murder if some- 
thing is not done,” he ix alleved to 
have anid to the receiving officer. 

On October 1, in the presence of 
hia father, went on Mr. Pashlev 
Cox shot his mother and then went 
to Treherbert to Inform his sister. 
His first words as he entered his 
sister's house were: “Mather ia 
gone. She won't trouble anyone 
else. UT shot her. [could not sec 
her suffer or hear ber groans any 
longer, She kept aaying, "PE can 
henr their feet coming to take me 
to the asylum,’ and she sald to me: 
‘New, Fredy shoot) =o me right 
through.’ ” 


Night in Flelds, 


Samuel Cox, the accused man’s 
father, who is very deaf, anid that 
on the night of the tragedy his 
wife kept saying: “When are they 
eoming for me?” At 1i o'clock he 
heard what sounded like “a click.” 
He saw his wife looking strange in 
the face, and afterwards he and 
hia son left the house and spent the 
night in the fields. : 

Mrs. Hayward, Cox's sister, said 
that her brother was devoted to 
his mother and gave her every 
penny of hia wages. “We were 
both,” she said, ‘members of a 
aect known nas the Apostolic 
Church,” It was ao belief of that 
Church that there was no forgive- 
ness if a person committed sui- 
cide. : 

Mr. Younx (for Cox) asked for 
n small box belonging to Cox to be 
produced. Mr. Pashley — produced 
it, and on opening it said he would 
detail the contents. 

Inside, he anid, was a piece of 
paper on one side of which was 
written in pencil, “You have made 
hell tonight. Why ean’t you be 
quiet?” On the other side was 
written in blue ink: “He Is able 
te do all exeevedinely 
all we ask.” Then 
“Thia is his blood.” 

Mr. Pashley said that the box 
was called the "Golden Grain 
Promise Gox.” and wan inscribed 
“Precteus promises from the Word 
of God."

CHARGES OF RECEIVING, 


-The sequel to a robbery effected 
at the residence of a Japnnese 
couple at No. 667, Nathan Road, 
on September . 1%, this year, was 
heard at the Criminal? Sessfons 
yesterday afternoon, before tho 
Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice Lind- 
scll) when three men and a wo- 
man were charged. Tho victims 
were Mr. and Mrs. Kotnabe.’ 

Accused were Wong Wah, Mok 
Kam, Ne Kau and Luk Fuk, of 
whom Wong Wah admitted the 
robbery and was not given in 
charge of the jury, his Lordship 
deferring sentence. The other 
three were charged with receiving 
some of the stolen property, in- 
cluding a gramophone, 30 records, 
a raincont, tivo palm beach conts, 
a grey tweed cont, a clock and a 
camera, All three denied the 
charges, saying they did not know 
the articles had been stolen. 

In his opening address, Mr. 
Somerset Fitzroy, for the Crown, 
atated that the point which the 
jury would have seriously to, con- 
sider waa whether, in vie: the 
surfounding circumstances, the 
accused must have known that the 
property was stolen. 

Evidence as to the robbery nnd 
the pawning of some of the arti- 
cles was called and the case was 
adjourned until this morning. 


OBITUARY. 


CHINA'S MOST FAMOUS 
WOMAN DOCTOR.‘ 


» Dr. Ida Kahn, 68, China's most 
famous woman doctor, and adop- 
ted daughter of the late Miss 
Sertrude Howe, pioneer American 
woman missionary, died of lung 
trouble at the Shanghai Sani- 
tarlum last week. 

Dr. Kuhn was the superinten- 
dent of the Women's and Chil- 
dren's Hospital, Huang Tien Bee, 
Nanchang, Kiangse where she had 
been working for the past 20 years 
rendering admirable service to 
needy women and children liviag 
in the clty and those coming from 
other parts of the country fer the 
moat part free of charge. 

Dr. Kahn also helped much in 
the Chinese revolution in 1926 
when General Chinng Kai-shek 
established his headquarters in 
Nanchang, Many wounded sol- 
dicrs received her attention. 

Of. the missionary workers in 
China who have brought up Chin- 
ese from obscurity to prominence 
there is no better example than 
that of the late Miss Gertrude 
Howe who adopted Dr. Kahn when 
the latter was yet a two-month- 
old baby in Kiukiang in 1873 and 
educated her in Rulison “School, 
which was founded by herself, 

Supported by Miss Howe, Dr. 
Kahn went to the University of 
Michigan in 1892 and received her 
M. D. degree with honour, In 1903 
she studied at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, Chiengo and was gradua- 
ted In 1910 with the degree of 
S.Sc. She also studied {In the Lon- 
don School of Tropical Medicine in 
1910, and finally. she returned in 
1912 to Nanchang where she re- 
mained at work until very recently 
she was sent to Shanghai for 
medical treatment. 

She was China’s delegate to the 
Y.W.C.A. International Con- 


ference, Berlin, 1910; and the In-| 


ternational Conference of Medical 
Women in America held under the 
nusnices of the ¥.W.C.A. 1919. 
The deceased ‘had a wide circle 
of foreign and Chinese friends 
and the local mission circles: much 
regret hearing the news of her

“DROME HUTS. 


‘ LONDON-CAPETOWN 
_* ADVENTURES: ' 


Tho world's moat romantic alr- 
way, with London us its terminus, 
and Capetown, 8,000 miles away, as 
its other extremity, is to be 
brought Into operation by Imperial 
Airways .in January, the air 
journey being scheduled to occupy 
11 days. ' 

The organisation of this grent 
Empire air. route (writes an Air 
Correspondent) bridges at 100 
miles an hour seas, rivera, 
deserts, Inkes and tropical jungles. 
It has occupied two years, and in 
Africa alone 27 main alr-ports and 
$0 intermediate alighting grounds 
have been established. 

Many of these air-atntions havo 
been cut in the heart of virgin 
buah, while ant hills, in some cases 
25ft. in height, have had to be 
cleared to secure the necessary 
level area for the uso of the big 
trana-African alr-liners.

TREMENDOUS GROWTH 
“IN CITY. 


THE CENSUS FIGURES. 


Ottawa, Ont. 

Tho population of the Island of 
Montreal has increased 37.65 per 
cont. since the 1921 census ioand 
numbered 996,152 persons accord- 
ing to the preliminary count of the 
census taken,on June 1 this year. 
A statement issued by the Domi- 
nion Bureau of Statistics “shows 
that thero has been an inerense 
of 271,927 In:the population of the 
island in tho last decade. Montreal 
city alone shows a gain of 192,419, 
the population of the’ largest 
Canadian city standing at 810,926, 
on increase since 1921 of 8110 per 
cont. 

The population of Greater Mon- 
treal remains unreported, — the 
metropolis being usually taken to 
include certain municipalities on 
the south side of the St. Lawrence 
opposite the city proper, The 
present statement, however,  re~ 
venla striking growth for some of 
the onvirous of Montreal on the 
island. ‘The city of Verdun shows 
a gain of 141.50, per cent. since 
the Jast decennial census, its popu- 
lation of 60,378 comparing with 
25,001 inhabitants In 1921. Outre- 
mont showa a growth of 109.69 per 
cent. with a population of 27,782 
agalnst 18,249 al the previous 
census, The elties of Westmount

AQUITANIA’S NEW 
RECORD.

“TURN ROUND” IN UNDER 
FIFTEEN "HOURS. 


FOUR ATLANTIC JOUR- 
NEYS IN 27 DAYS. 


Southampton, Oct, 21. 

The Cunnid Hner  Aquitanin 
ided silently to her berth in South- 
ampton docks at 1.80 thls morning, 
and at four.o’clock this afternoon 
cast off her moorings, and, with 
na little fuss aa when Bho urrived, 
sot out again on the return voyage. 

Never before has a big Atlantic 
liner arrived in port, Innded her 
enrgo and passengers, taken on o 
new cargo and new passengers, re- 
fuelled and reprovisioned, and put 
out to sea in so short a time. 

Hitherto the Mauritanian held the 
record with a stay of 18 hours, and 
to-day's record of 144% hours is 
not likely to be beaten for many 
yenrs. : 

The achieveraent was the result 
of months of preparation on the 
part of the Cunard line. No detail 
was left to chance, and over a 
thousand employees were engaged 
all day on the work. / 

Nearly a quarter of a million. 
nieces of soiled nen were remov~ 
ed from the liner; many of theso 
were washed and returned before 
she sailed, but extensive new stock 
had to be tuken on board. ‘Three- 
quarters of a million gallons of 
water were poured Into the water 
tanks, and 800 tone of of] fuel were 
tnken ‘on board, 


A “Spring-Clean.” 


But this was not all. A large 
part of the ship was washed down 
and every cabin was “sapring- 
eleaned,” several hundred pounds 
worth of flowers and evergreens 
were tastefully arranged in the 
various sfloons, 366 bars of silver 
were safcly stored away {tn the 
strong room, a apecial stat dealt 
with nearly 3,000 bags of mails, 
while hundreds of tons of paasen- 
gers’ luggage’ and ordinary freight 
had to be unloaded and loaded. 

Yet. despite these superhuman 
efforts there wags no confusion, no 
noise and no unnecessary bustle. 
The stewards, who normally have 
a few nights off at the end of the 
yoyage, regarded the quick change 
as all in the day's work, and the 
‘men in the engine-room stayed on 
‘board all day as if the liner had 
been at Bea, ‘ . : 

The people who seemed least 
concerned by these efforts were 
the passengers, ‘Three hundred 
landed and. 600 embarked for the 
trip to the United States, 

There were many who showed no 
idesire to leave the floating hotel 
in a hurry this morning, and, al- 
though the Aquitania's “wash and 
‘brush up” had been completed by 
.two o'clock this afternoon, there 
were the inevitable stragglers who
